No one well acquainted with John Hay's 
fastidious and delicate ideals of conduct can 
fail to understand his sufferings under an ar- 
rangement so mischievous and embarras- 
sing. The worst of it was that all the bur- 
-den fell on his shoulders. 
plain to Berlin, St. Petersburg, Constantin- 


j-ople that the cause of the troublé lay in the 


stupidity of our own legislation and the 
carelessness or neglect of our own judiciary. 
He merely had to make the best of it and to 
bear the grievous and distasteful load as 
best he might. 

It is difficult In these piping times to in- 
terest congress in legislation which carries 
with it no appeal to popular excitement; 
which has’ not a hurrah in each paragraph; 
which neither constitutes nor even suggésts 
the noisy and the picturesque. 

The action for which Mr. Hay so earnestly 
and so forcibly petitioned was merely modest, 
decent, honorable. Outside of the chancel- 
lories of Europe, and apart from the confi- 
dence and self-respect of the administra- 
never be heard of, never

offered no prospect of glory to the individual 
advocate. It was so obviously proper that

The public eye, nowadays, can be 
caught by nothing less than a parade, a brass 
band, and a barker, Of the public sensibili- 
ties, the less said the better. 

But at last it seems likely that the serious 
attention of congress may be captured, and 
with useful results, This pestiferous Arme- 
nian murderer--whose name does not matter, 
even if I could recall it—concerning whom our 
minister at Constantinople has beer exhibit- 
ing such extraordinary fervor, appears to 
have fired the train of speculation. 

Editors of ‘‘ great metropolitan dailies,” to 
say nothing of less important moral and in- 
tellectual engines, suddenly have remem- 
bered that Mr. Hay once cast suspicion on 
the integrity of our naturalized citizens and 
now openly are debating the possibilities of 
the case.

Quit Heroics for the Nonce. 

So far, nothing has been said as to the pro- 
priety of our. making a national question of 
the*forms under which a common assassin 
may be tried by the authorities of the land 
fin which the crime was committed. Itisa 
long step in the right direction, however, 
when we begin to discuss such matters at all. 

Heretofore, public opinion. has contented 
itself with the swift assumption that our 
diplomatic representative on the ground is 
asserting the dignity of the United States, 
wrapping himself in the American flag, and 
generally hurling defiance at the tyrants, 
despots, and autocrats of foreign lands. 

Surely we are advancing toward the light 
when we permit ourselves seriously to debate 
the rights of other nations, and pause @ 
moment in our glorious march long enough 
to consider the possibility of a wiser and more 
creditable path. 

Thé simple truth of the matter is that all 
Europe is dumping upon these shores as 
many of the criminals, degenerates, paup- 
ers, and incendiaries as can be assembied 
for the purpose. That we receive this abom- 
inable consignment, is one matter: that is 
a@ purely domestic prohilem which, so far has 
been managed stupidly. But when it comes 
to conferring American citizenship by whole- 
sale upon a lot of disturbers and consptrators 
who utilise it, and always intended to ufflise 
it, for the purpose of going back to their 
homes and resuming under that shield the 
infamous activities for which they origin- 
ally were exiled, that is a different matter. 

The prospect of congressional action in 
the premises is most reassuring.

Kate Condon’s singing would make “‘ The 
Filibuster "’ worth sitting through even were 
this latest of the “‘ musical plays ” leas harm- 
less than it is. Most of our “ contraltos ”’ 
nowadays are low mezzo sopranos, but Miss 
Condon’s voice has the contralto timbre and, 
schooled as it is, listening to it is a keen 
pleasure. For its schooling is. excellent. 
Every tone is easily ahd freely produced, 
beautifully rounded, rich and warm in qual- 
ity, and finely resonant. Enunciation and 
pronunciation are of the clearest, and so far 
as purely vocal values are concerned Miss 
Condon’s work calis for only the sincerest 
commendation. 

She is not a particularly impassioned 
singer. At least the three numbers she has 
in “The Filibuster” she does in a calm, self- 
possessed manner which, while containing 
no suggestion of coldness, has in it little of 
the temperaniental intensity and nothing of 
the impulsive dash supposed to pertain to op- 
eratic performance.
